“Many of these cars are a cadette can achieve, 
used by civil service em¬ 
ployees strictly to drive to 
and from work,” Hahn said. 

“This cutback will be a 
major savings to the prop¬ 
erty taxpayer.” 

County government has 
1,600 vehicles which are 
driven home by employees. 

Of the number, 660 are 
1 rucks and 940 are sedans. 

Acting on Hahn's motion, 
the Board of Supervisors 
cut 500 cars from this 
group during the upcoming 
fiscal year and made an im¬ 
mediate slice in the budget 
of $ 200 , 000 . 

“Ultimately, the savings 
will be much greater be¬ 
cause of the tremendous 
cost of purchasing, main¬ 
taining and buying gasoline 
for county vehicles,” Hahn 
said. 

The couty must have a 
place to park every county 
vehicle, must pay at least 
$ 4,000 to purchase each ear, 
must fill the tanks with 
gasoline, must hire mecha¬ 
nics for maintenance and 
must even have wash racks 
to keep them clean, he ex¬ 
plained. There also is the 
cost of Insurance and of 
making repairs when they 
kre damaged.

Q- — I have shares of 
Ford, Chrysler and General 
Motors. All three have in¬ 
creased in price by a very 
substantial amount in the 
last year and a half. Auto 
production is close to peak 
levels and earnings are very 
good. I am wondering if this 
is the top for the stock 
prices of these three com¬ 
panies? 

A. — Predieti n g stock 
prices is an impossible task, 
but before you decide auto 
stock prices are not going 
any higher consider some of 
these factors. When you 
state that auto production is 
near record levels and earn¬ 
ings are very good, you are 
making a comparison with 
several years ago when 
price levels were lower. The 
same production that we 
had in 1973 will at today’s 
prices result In literally bil¬ 
lions of more dollars of 
sales. For instance, the sales 
of GM in 1973 instead of 
being $35 billion will be 
more than $50 billion. When 
you apply a normal profit 
margin to that sales figure, 
it’s easy to see how GM’s 
earnings per share could 
come out in the $12 to $16 
area. With earnings like 
lhat it would bo very easy 
lor GM stock to sell for al¬ 
most double today's prices. 

It probably won’t go that 
high and if it does it’s likely 
to be several years getting 
there. 

The auto companies have 
several good opportunities 
to get their profit margins 
up. As car sizes are scaled 
down, there are going to be 
some sizeable material sav¬ 
ings per car. Also with the 
dollar priced more fairly 
with overseas securities, the 
industry should be able to 
meet overseas competition 
with less pressure on profit 
margins. 

While we can't guarantee 
higher prices for auto 
stocks, there would seem to 
be excellent prospects for 
higher earnings per share. 

Q. — I have read that In¬ 
vestment Clubs follow the 
growth theory of investing. 
Would you explain that 
please. 

A. — Some corporations 
are able to increase their 
sales and earnings per share 
almost every year at a ran 
that is greater than the to¬ 
tal growth and inflation in 
our economy. The growth 
theory of investing holds 
that if you put your monev 
in that kind of a company 
its value will grow over a 
period of time at the same 
rate in which the company 
is growing. 

Following that theory has 
made a lot of money for 
investors who have fol- 


itvl

lowed it wisely. Recognizing £ 
growth that will continue 1 
indefinitely into the future < 
is the problem. In Invest- 1 
ment Clubs, we look first 1 
for a long time history of ; 
above average growth in 
sales and earnings per ( 
share. Then we try to de¬ 
termine whether the growth . 
has been produced by the ] 
drive and skill of manage¬ 
ment or by the accident of 
• he company being in a 
growing industry. We gen¬ 
erally find that where the 
growth has been produced 
by management skill it is 
likely to continue longer. 

Q. — I read where our 
unemployment figures are 
down a little bit, but still at 
a very high level, yet many 
economists and stock mar¬ 
ket authorities are predic¬ 
ting that the sock market is 
going to hit new highs. How 
could these two extremes be 
reconciled? 

A. — What economists 
and stock market forecast¬ 
ers are looking at is the fact 
that in spite of our high 
unemployment rate, more 
people are emplcycd in this 
country by several million 
than ever before in our 
history. That all-time high 
number of people at work 
adds a strength to cur 
basic economy that is very' 
important and is one of the 
factors giving a strength to 
our basic economy that is 
very important and is one 
of the factors giving econo¬ 
mists confidence in the fu¬ 
ture. It’s also a factor that 
hopefully will help to con¬ 
tinue to produce more jobs 
for those now unemployed. 

Q. — I have never dttne 
any investing, but I am very 
interested and read all the 
time about what goes on in 
the stock market. But it all 
seems so confusing, I don’t 
know where to start. How 
can I really learn something 
about investing in stocks? 

A. — Learning about in¬ 
vesting is %’ery much like 
learning any other activity. 
Part of your lea r n i n g 
comes from schooling, which 
in the case of investing has 
to come mostly from read¬ 
ing and studying that you 
do on your own, and from 
experience which you get 
from making investments 
on your own and the con¬ 
tinuing reading and watch¬ 
ing of the action of various 
investment media through 
the years. 

Any good bookstore and 
public library' will have a 
variety of books on elemen¬ 
tal as well as more ad¬ 
vanced investing. You need 
to understand the language 
of investing to begin with 
and you can get from your 
broker a pamphlet of stock 
market terms and their de¬ 
finitions which is published 
by' the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change. 

There are a variety of 
home study courses avail¬ 
able. Two that I know well 
are the ones published by 
McGraw - Hill and the Na¬ 
tional Association of Invest¬ 
ment Clubs. The former is 
a broad course that covers 
both the operation of mar¬ 
kets and investment theories 
and practices. The latter is 
a more specific course that 
deals with how to study an 
individual company and 
judge its likely investment 
potential. Many courses arc 
offered by night schools all 
across the country. Monthly 
investment education pro¬ 
grams and seminars are 


also held by NAIC Councils | 
located in 28 cities through¬ 
out the U.S. where volun¬ 
teers are on hand to give 
help to novices such as 
yourself. 

Reading books and taking 
courses gets you started, but 
really developing an under¬ 
standing of the stock mar¬ 
ket is a lifetime process 
that comes from continual¬ 
ly keeping abreast of busi¬ 
ness and economic events. 

When it comes to putting 
investing into practice, I 
don’t believe you can beat 
an investment club. It takes 
just a small investment each 
month, and the monh 1 y 
meeting ensures that you 
will be seeing the results of 
actually investing and trad¬ 
ing investment ideas and in¬ 
formation with a number of 
other people at least once a 
month. 

Q. — As I look at the 
steadily growing number of 
cars on the road, it seems 
to me that investing in com¬ 
panies which make repair or 
replacement parts for autos 
would be good to invest in. 
Do you agree with me and 
would you give me a list of 
the companies engaged in 
that business? 

A. — Your idea is not a 
new one. There have been 
companies which for years 
have had a very good busi 
ness supplying replacement 
parts for automobiles. Mon¬ 
roe Auto Equipment which 
makes shock absorbers is 
one that comes to mind. 
Companies engaged in sun- 
plying replacement parts for 
autos have tended to be good 
investments. Their market 
has grown steadily for many 
years, and it has not been as 
subject to the boom and 
bust cycle that the auto in¬ 
dustry itself is faced with. 

I suspect that the group of 
companies you are thinking 
about is one that has grown 
up in more recent years. 
These are the companies 
that warehouse a whole 
series of replacement parts. 
Some of these companies 
manufacture some of the 

parts they sell, but the 

main service they supply is 
ready availability of re¬ 

placement parts at a good 
price. I woudln’t attempt to 
come up with a complete list 
of these firms, but he four 
biggest are Genuine Parts, 
Inc., General Automot i v c 
Parts, APS, Inc., and Re¬ 

public Automotive Parts, Inc. 
The latter was discussed in 
a story in the April issue ot 
Better Investing, and I am 
sending you a copy for your 
information. I’ll gladly send 
any reader a copy who re¬ 
quests it.

“A separation of powers with a county mayor as the 
chief executive and the Board of Supervisors as a legis 
lative body will result in more economy and more effi¬ 
ciency in the county,” Hahn said. 

“This year’s budget sessions proved such reform is 
needed now more than ever.” 

(Hahn believes the present structure, with, the Board 
having both legislative and executive authority, ihas 
failed to “chop all the fat from county government" and 
instead is leading to “increased bureaucracy and greater 
costs to the taxpayers." 

“An increase in the size of the Board of Supervisors 
to nine members from the present five will lead to greater 
review of the county budget and projects,” Hahn added. 

The county mayor proposals, because of charter limits 
on staffs, would save between $300,000 and $800,000 a year. 

They will appear on the November ballot as Proposi¬ 
tions A and B. 

County supervisors adopted a $3.2 billion budget 
the largest of any county in America — which calls for 
a 29.5 cent tax rate increase. However, the net increase 
is 26.5 because supervisors, acting at Hahn’s request, cut 
three cent s from the flood control listrict tax rate.

A New Law 


All Fictitious Business Nome Statements filed or refiled during the year 1971 will expire 
on December 31, 1976. If you filed your statement during 1971, California law requires you to 
prepare a new statement and file it with the County Clerk before December 31, 1976. If the 
information in your new statement is different from the information which was in your 1971 
statement, the law also requires that the new statement be published in a legally qualified 
newspaper. The law provides that “the newspaper seieetd for the publication of the state¬ 
ment should be one that circulates in the ere a where the business is to be conducted." (Sec. 
17917 — Business and Professions Code) 


Free Help From Your Newspaper 

As a service to local businesses, this newspaper will make avaiable at no charge all 
necessary forms for refiling and we will refile your 1976 statement with the County Clerk, also 
at no charge. Bring a copy of your 1971 Fictitious Business Name Statement to our office. Our 
public notice department will assist you in completing the new form and will forward it to the 
County Clerk via our representative in the Los Angeles Civic Center. If you have misplaced 
your 1971 statement, we will arrange for a search of the County Clerk's file to extract infor¬ 
mation which must be transferred to the 1976 form and to determine whether republication 
will be necessary. 


The Cost 


The County Clerk's statutory refiling fee is $10.00. If publication is necessary, our ad¬ 
vertising charge is $25.00. If there is no publication, your cost is only $10.00. If you want 
us to handle filing for you, please bring us your $10.00 check made payable to "Los Angeles 
County Clerk." Our forms and filing services are free, as explained above.
